On  tlie  evening  of  September  6th  1  received  a  telephone  message  from  a 
general  practitioner  in  Silloth  informing  me  that  during  the  previous  few  days 
he  had  been  called  in  to  see  many  cases  of  acute  diarrhoea.  X  advised  him  to 
send  several  specimens  of  early  cases  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examine. t ion  and  arranged  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  forthwith* 

Pbe  following  day  accompanied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  we  began  our 
enquiries  and  within, a  very  short  time  all  the  evidence  pointed  very  strongly 
to  the  outbreak  being  milk  borne.  Our  interviews  with  the  local  doctors, 
who  offered  us  every  facility  for  tho  fullest  investigation, showed  that 
nearly  all  the  cases  of  diarrhoea  had  their  origin  in  houses  which  obtained 
their  milk  from  one  of  the  local  dairies  and  this  dairy  .received  its  milk 
supply  from  several  local  .Hi ms, 

Visits  were  made  to  all  the  farms 'supplying  milk  into  the  town  and  the 
probable  sources  of  infection  wore  reduced  to  two  farms*  By  this  time  a 
report  had  been  received  from  Dr.  lb. aids  {Pathologist  at  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary)  that  tho  specimens  sent  for  examination  showed  that  tho 
explosive  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  was  duo  to  Sonne  Dysentery,

In  order  to  stop  all  probable  spread  of  the  trouble  I  asked  tho  Manager 
of  tho  local  Cinema  to  throw  on  tho  s croon  a  request  thai  all  milk  be  boiled 
until  further  notice,  this  he  did  tho  same  night  and  continued  for  as  long 
as  was  considered  necessary,  and  printed  slips  giving  the.  'same  instructions 
were  supplied  to,  and  distributed  by  a  13.  the  milk  roundsmen  to  every  houso  in 
the  town* 

I  then  reported  tho  results  of  our  enquiries  to  Dr.  fhulds  and' arranged 
with  him  to  come  over  tho  following  day  and  continue  investigations# 

On  September  9th  we  visited  the  two  farms  X  and  Y  which  soemed  to  bo 
tho  most  likely  source  of  the  trouble  and  also  tho  dairy  which  retailed  tho 
mill:*  At  each  place  Dr.  Phulds  took  rectal  swabs  from  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  the  cans  or  tho  milk  etc* 


At  farm  X  the  farmer  and  his  man -word  found  to  bo  negative  and  there  was

At  farm  Y  in  addition  to  tho  farmer  and  his  wife  there  wore  several  young 
children  and  eight  men  and  women  working  on  tho  farm ,  but  same  of  them  had

Rectal  swabs  wore  taken  from  one  of  the  children  who  still  had 
diarrhoea  and  from  everyone  else  on  the  farm#  Ha  ere  vns  a  history 
of  diarrhoea  on  the  fam  going  back  for  8  or  3  weeks. 

In  due  course  a  report  was  received  to  the  effect  that  the 
child  and  four  of  the  others  working  in  the. dairy  or  assisting  with 
tho  mill:  etc,  wore  positive  (i.o,  that  the  bacteria  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
had  been  isolated  from  the  specimens  taken  by  Dr,  Faulds)  •  A  sample 
of  mill:  taken  fran  a  jug  in  the-  kitchen  also  showed  a  heavy  growth  of  this 
organism.’’

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  least  a  fortnight  before  we  g,of  tho 
first  positive,  result  one  general  practitioner  ms  suspicious  of  tho  causo 
of  several  cases,  of  diarrhoea  in  his  practice  and  sent  2-3  specimens  to 
laboratory  for  oXaninat ion.  tfeif ortunately  tho  spocimons  sort  wore

4.  With  tho  possible  exception  of  tjo  fact  that  tho  sterilizing  house  ms 
also  being  used  as  a  wa sKhouse  there  is  no  ovidonco  of  carolessnoss  or 
nogloct  on  the  part  of  any  of  tho  staffs  connected  with  the  production 
and  distribution  of  milk  in  Silloth.  Nobody  on  the  infected  farm  had 
any.  suspicion  that  they  were,  the  possible  causo  of  the  outbreak  and  they 
are  still  unconvinced  that  their  mill:  was  responsible  for  it.
